< AGAINST HIM. Of the public character of that member, I think AS BADLY 
« TO THE FULL AS HE DOES OF MINE ; and therefore I will not truſt 
my honour in his hands, and am determined not to empley him as my negociator.“ 


+ Feb. 21, 1783, in the ſecond 2 debate on the articles of peace, Lord North 
and Mr. Fox having received many ſevere ſtrokes on account of their coalition, his 
lordſhip thus defended iti: With regard (ſald he) to the coalition that has been ſo 
«© much talked of, there are times and circumſtances, when HONEST men, convinced 
of the INTEGRITY of each others intentions, (however they might differ as to the 
« means of carrying thoſe intentions into practice) might FAIRL MEET, and 
each abating ſomewhat of their obſtinacy, form a junction neither diſhonourable to 
« themſelves, nor diſadvantagecus to their country. With regard to the honourable 
«4 gentleman, I ſeruple not to fay, that, in the heat of oppoſition, he has undoubtedly
